Chief Surgent said that his officers will do evoything pos¬ 
sible to chase the bear back into the hills. They were very 
successful last year. There were numerous sightings but no 
incident One bear was tra{^)ed by the Department of Fish and 
Game and re-located back into the forest He added that with 
the cooperation of the people of Sierra Madre, there should 
be no incidents this year.

Rayon is often treated so it has a smooth and lustrous 
finish which gives it the look and feel of silk. 

Rayon is very sensitive to water. Many dyes applied 
to rayon are not colorfast and will bleed which causes a 
shading to occur uptin contact with moisture. In addition 
manufacturers often add sizing to rayon in order to achieve 
a desired body or drape. Some sizings are water- 
.soluble and washing will distort the shape of the 
garment. 

Drycleaning is recommended for most 
rayon garments because a professional 
drycleaner is able to solve most of these 
problems. However, some garments 
whose care label reads “dryclean only” 
contain dyes and sizings that are water 
soluble. 

Never try to remove a stain from 
rayon without first pretesting the fabric. 

Wet a small piece of the garment on an 
unexposed seam and allow it to air dry. 

If no dye or sizing change occurs, small 
stains may be removed in this way. Large 
stains should always be taken to an IFI 
member professional drycleaner.

I introduced SB 2165, a 
common sense proposal to 
require judicial review before 
such a juvenile is released 
from custody. SB 2165 is a 
key element of CSovemor Pete 
Wilson’s package of bills to 
stem the ever-increasing tide 
of violent crimes committed 
by juveniles. 

It is shocking that juve¬ 
niles can be turned loose 
without any judicial review. 
They are in and out the door 
of juvenile hall faster than the 


police officer can fill out the 
required paperwork. 

Too many juvenile of¬ 
fenders get the message that 
they will not be held account¬ 
able for their actions. 

It is appalling that SB 
2165 was defeated by the 7- 
member Senate Criminal 
Procedure Committee with a 
2-1 vote. Senator Diane 
Watson, who I have seen 
weep because of the killing of 
innocent children by juve¬ 
niles in her South Central Los 
Angeles district, voted 
against this bill! 

It is shocking that some 
members of the State Senate 
are more concerned about in¬ 


conveniencing a juvenile 
about detaining him or her 
long enough to appear before 
a judge than they are about 
the potential threat the juve¬ 
nile could pose if released 
into the community. 

Two Senators, Chairman 
Milton Marks and Senator 
Quentin Kopp, both from 
the San Francisco area, un¬ 
derstood the threat such 
kids can pose and voted for 
the bill. Several members 
of the committee chose not 
to vote! 

It makes one wonder just 
how many more will die as 
the result of violence perpe¬ 
trated by juveniles before 


the Legislature wakes up 
and realizes that some kids 
pose a danger to others. To 
whisk such teenagers 
through the revolving door 
of juvenile hall without ju¬ 
dicial review is simply not 
in the best interests of the 
community. 

The committee did vote to 
allow SB 2165 to be voted 
upon one more time in the 
weeks ahead. I hope those 
Senators who did not support 
SB 2165 the first time will see 
dit to support it then. 

Juveniles who COMMIT 
FELONIES and CARRY 
GUNS should have to stand 
before a judge before they are 
set free. 


Talk about Politicians? How 

about these^

Once more we are hogged down in that quadrennial quag¬ 
mire euphemistically called a presidential campaign. Many 
millions of dollars are being expended, along with an unde¬ 
termined amount of pompous rhetoric and enough hot air to 
fill a billion balloons. What is worse, personalities are more 
important than issues, and past life rates higher than political 
acumen. Perhaps it is well to look at a long ago period of 
American history and compare the men who made that his¬ 
tory when the country was new. 

My favorite period of American history is that span of years 
between 1787 and 1860. In those few decades the country was 
formed and then tom apart, and the special times brought forth 
special people. The nation had scarcely settled down from its 
stormy beginning until there was talk of secession It started 
in 1820. 

By modem standards, some of our forefathers were not all 
that pure, personally speaking. Jefferson was said to have had 
several children by a slave woman. Franklin, who should 
know, wrote what amounted to a treatise on the care and feed¬ 
ing of mistresses. Hamilton paid blackmail to a married 
woman for years, later admitting publicly his guilt. Even 
Washington was accused, rightly or wrongly, of paying un¬ 
due attention to a Mrs. Conway, wife of an army officer. It is 
ironic that the two Adams, father and son. were denied sec¬ 
ond terms because they were “too pious.” John Quincy’s fa¬ 
mous line, “...The magistrate is the servant, not of his own 
desires, or even the peoples’ but of his God.” Heady stuff, 
but it didn't mix with party dueling. 

In the early years of the nation the cruel custom of dueling 
was perfectly legal. It was legalized murder, but murder none¬ 
theless. There was no particular cloud on the killer. Aaron 
Burr killed Alexander Hamilton and went on to become Vice- 
President of the United States. Andrew Jackson killed a man 
in cold blood, had the slug removed from the victim’s body 
and kept it on his desk as a reminder of the man who had slan¬ 
dered his wife. Jackson was noted for his tough manner and 
domineering tactics. He once threatened to “hang from the 
highest tree’ two Southern senators who told him that “nulli¬ 
fication” was in the air. A friend asked Senator Thomas Hart 
Benton of Missouri if Jackson really meant what he had said. 
Benton’s reply, “When Andrew Jackson talks of hanging, you 
had better start looking for the ropes.” The flamboyant sena¬ 
tor from Missouri was no shrinking violet. He killed several 
men in duels, one, the U.S. District Attorney in St. Louis. 
Jackson’s reputation for toughness was widespread. There 
was a story to the effect that a Sunday School teacher in New 
England once asked her class, “Who killed Abel” A little, 
squeaky voice replied, “Andrew Jackson.”

Cultural Heritage 
Commission

The Cultural Heritage 
Commission held a special 
meeting April 25 at the City 
Hall. Anne McIntosh, facili¬ 
tator, opened the meeting by 
explaining that it was being 
held to discuss the preserva¬ 
tion goals and to receive input 
from the citizens. The room 
was full of concerned citizens 
and special-interest groups, 
each party having a spokes¬ 
person for their specific 
cause. Unfortunately, the 
Commission seemed to only 
want to hear opinions that 
agreed with their own. 

The Sierra Madre citizens 
are worried about the prop¬ 
erty they own and whether it 
might be at some point be¬ 
come designated to the Pres¬ 
ervation Program without 
their consent. 

The Cultural Heritage 
Commission is designed to 
preserve historic land and es¬ 
tates. The present (wdinance 


pertaining to preservation 
does not provide any strict 
guidelines to ensure the 
homeowner’s privacy or eco¬ 
nomic safety. There is also 
little criteria outlined for de¬ 
termining historic signifi¬ 
cance. 

The Commission has al¬ 
ready written and presented a 
new ordinance to the people. 
They did not approve. The 
community’s biggest concern 
is the fact that the city does 
not need the homeowner’s 
consent for designation. 
Many citizens, therefore, are 
in favor of voluntary ordi- 


Jackson’s successor, Martin Van Buren, was of different 
stuff. He was totally unable to ever make a definitive state¬ 
ment. A friend once made a bet that he could get Van Buren 
to make a positive assertion, and at the first opportunity asked 
the President, “Do you believe the sun rises in the east?” “I’ve 
heard it said,” was the reply. The word “Vanburenism” be¬ 
came a synonym forwaffling and evasion. Rough old Sam 
Houston of Texas had an explanation for Van Buren’s inde¬ 
cisiveness. “Old Van drinks too much water.” Sam Houston 
never had that problem. 

Zachary Taylor, “Old Rough and Ready,” made every at¬ 
tempt to make it plain that he was one of the common folk. 
When a friend first broached the idea that he run for the presi¬ 
dency, he snorted, “Stop talking nonsense and drink your whis¬ 
key.” He disdained fine clothes, even uniforms, and was 
sometimes mistaken for an ill-dressed workman. One of his 
aides said, “he looked like a farmer going to town to sell eggs.” 
Another said, “He wears an old, green cap, a dusty green coat 
and a pair of frightful trousers, and on his horse he looks like 
a toad.” Zachary Taylor was no fashion plate. 

James Buchanan had the unhappy experience of presiding 
over the final dissolution of the Union. He was a highly-edu¬ 
cated lawyer, witty, urbane and convinced that he could old 
the nation together. But it was an ideal dream. Things had 
gone way too far and there were no Daniel Websters or Henry 
Calys, whose eloquence had staved off the inevitable while 
they were alive. He was, among other things, an alcoholic. 
One of his first messages after entering the White House was 
a note to the liquor store that took care of the official needs of 
the administration and the note said, “Please do not send the 
champagne in pint bottles as we find them inconvenient for 
our needs.” He occasionally went to church and on the way 
back to the White House, the river would go past Buchanan’s 
favorite distillery, and he would pick up a 10-gallon keg of 
whiskey. His drinking was legendary, but even his enemies 
admitted his ability never to show it. 

This is a very small and incomplete sketch of some of those 
men who made history in a most difficult time. Among them 
were killers, philanderers and hard drinkers, but they were 
products of their times and perhaps were what the difficult 
times needed. Whatever their deeds, they made the impres¬ 
sion on the nation. Most of them were rough, tough politi¬ 
cians, and perhaps were what was needed. They were in a 
stark contrast to the pallid imitations of the so-called states¬ 
men of today. 

And it could just be that the present candidates have bene

Fast forward to the Modem Era. My kids have twenty base- 
bail caps between them. They demand batting gloves (for both 
hands,) yet they refuse to humor me and hit safely on a regu¬ 
lar basis. One of my kids received a bat for his birthday from 
his Grandpa that probably cost more than his registration fees. 

Of course they need something to carry all this stuff around 
in. Bat bags, color coordinated, are mandatory. These also 
double during the season as bookbags. Occasionally they will 
resemble a clothes hamper. Even more rare are those occasions 
when the ever elusive baseball glove is found in the bag. 

I went through an entire season before I realized that the 
back of the snack bar was not a public equipment room. I have 
seen piles of gloves, the expensive kind the Dads buy, lying 
in a heap on any given Saturday. Not a name written on one 
of them. 

When it comes time to hurry off to the game the mitt is 
nowhere in sight. After much verbal interaction, I have seen 
gloves appear in the most unusual places. David Copperfield 
should play on my kids team. 

“Where did you put it last?” “If I new that I’d find it.” “ Is 
this it?” “ No, that’s my old mitt.” “ Is this it?” “ No, that’s 
my brothers mitt.” “Is this it?” “ No, that’s Dads mitt.” “ Is 
this it T “ No that’s my friends mitt.” “ Where did you put 
last?” “ If I knew that I’d find it!” 

Baseball gloves always appear if you toss the contents of 
your house once or twice. I have also heard of them appear¬ 
ing in the locked trunks of cars like so many Mafioso. The have 
been known to pass through walls and to walk over to peoples 
houses. 

Once pressed for time before a big game my wife called 
Leonard Nemoy and asked him to do an “In Search Of...” 
show. They were about to close the deal when the mailman 
delivered a package addressed to the Dominican Republic. It 
was being returned to us for insufficient postage. Inside was 
my son’s $50.00 glove and a banana cup. 

The sad truth is that I can’t say no. I hated using a ball 
wrapped in tape. P.F. Flyers were no substitute for cleats and 
once you lost your cap after the season you were capless. I 
think of the trials my father experienced with his pals. Rocks 
and clubs, trying to meet the ball in the darkness of the cave, 
hunting down your team uniform. I guess each generation must

PROVIDING FOR A CHARGE REDUCTION FOR UNOCCUPIED PARCELS 


THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF COUNTY SANITATION DISTRICT NO. 16 OF LOS ANGELES COUNTY 

ORDAINS AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1.0 • AMENDMENT OF SECTION 3.04 OF THE MASTER SERVICE CHARGE ORDINANCE OF 
COUNTY SANITATION DISTRICT NO. 15 OF LOS ANGELES COUNTY PROVIDING FOR 
A CHARGE REDUCTION FOR UNOCCUPIED PARCELS 

The following subsection (3) shall be added to Section 3.04 of the Master Service Charge Ordinance of County Sanitation 

District No. IS iininedi.ilcly following subsection (2)(c). 

(3) The owner or owners of any parcel for which the number of sewage units attributable to the parcel, as calculated 
pursuant to Section 3.03 of the Master Service Charge Ordinance, is more than one (1) sewage unit may petition 
the Chief Engineer for a reduced charge by demonstrating that the parcel was unoccupied for the fiscal year 
preceding the dale of petition. The parcel shall be presumed to be unoccupied if the average daily water consumption 
for the parcel, for the fiscal year, is less than 20 gallons per day, based upon verifiable water consumption data. 
In lieu of water consumption data, the Chief Engineer may consider other forms of proof which demonstrate that 
the parcel was unoccupied for the fiscal year. Upon the Chief Engineer’s verification of the submitted data, parcels 
which are determined to have been unoccupied for the fiscal year sliall be charged on the basis of one (1) sewage 
unit. If the parcel it determined to be unoccupied, the Chief Engineer shall have the option of issuing a refand, or ■ 
amending the charge if payment has not been made. In all cases, a petition for a reduc^ charge must be submitted ^ 
within one year after the end of the fiscal year for which the petition is being made.

SECTION 2.0 • EFFECTIVE DATE 

This Ordinance shall become effective on July 1, 1995.

Question: Before I check my car's 
automatic transmission fluid, 
should I drive my car for a few 
minutes to circulate the fluid? My 
owner's manual explains that it 
should be checked while the 
engine is idling and the car is in 
park or neutral gear, but will this 
sufficiently circulate the 
transmission fluid? 

Answer: With most cars, there is no need to 
actually drive the vehicle before checking the 
automatic transmission fluid. However, the 
engine should run for at least a few minutes 
and the transmission selector should be moved 
through the range of gears (with your foot on 
the brake) for an accurate reading. When 
checking transmission fluid, it is also 
important to be sure that the car is on level 
ground and the parking brake is set.

The first speaker, Colleen 
Doan, representing Neigh¬ 
bors for Arcadia, discussed 
the issue of housing density. 
“After the City has spent so 
much money on Downtown 
2000, it’s important to ensure 
quality in residential develop¬ 
ments,” she said. Jackie Sayre, 
also from NFA, expressed the 
Neighbors’ collective desire 
to “keep Santa Anita’s zoning 
just the way it is.” 

A speaker who was em¬ 
ployed as an engineer for 
Pasadena Public Works, was 
concerned about the traffic on 
Michillinda, Santa Anita and 
other north/south thorough¬ 
fares. Another resident ex¬ 
pressed traffic concerns, and 
mentioned that she had heard 
that there was some gambling 
in a private room at Santa 
Anita Park. 

Many speakers were 
amazed at Santa Anita Com¬ 
panies’ announcement to 
withdraw their application in 
the “eleventh hour,” and sev¬ 
eral were openly pleased 
about it. 

Donna Butler made an 
announcement. “This is a 
General Plan update. It’s im¬ 
portant for everyone to real¬ 
ize that Santa Anita did not 
drive the General Plan.” She 
explained that Santa Anita 
paid nearly $5,000 for the 
EIR on their plan, and that 
“The City was as surprised as 
anyone else.” 

LSA Associates, consult¬ 
ants to the City, discussed 
some of the other matters. 
Lloyd Zola discussed moder¬ 
ate income as being approxi¬ 
mately a household average 
of $48,000 a year, while low 
income was $37,000. State 
laws mandate a certain per¬ 
centage of low and moderate- 
income housing in each city. 
24 to 30 units per acre is pro¬ 
posed as the maximum in 
housing density. Tony Petros, 
also of LSA Associates, spoke 
about traffic analysis. He per¬ 
formed a volume to capacity 
daily ratio on Arcadia streets 
and concluded, “Michillinda 
operates at an unsatisfactory 
level of service.” 

Robert Daggett told the 
audience that the Planning 
Commission is a “clearing 
body” and will come up with 
a formal response to the Gen¬ 
eral Plan after all of the Pub¬ 
lic Hearings and further ad¬ 
vice from the City staff and 
consultants. 

The meetings will con¬ 
tinue on Thursday, May 16, 
but will first include some 
discussion of these matters 
during their regularly sched¬ 
uled meeting of Tuesday, 
May 14.

S ighs, gasps and mur¬ 
murs were heard 
around the room as 
Donna Butler, Arcadia com¬ 
munity develc^ment admin¬ 
istrator, read a letter that the 
City had received at 2:50 p.m. 
that day. The setting was the 
opening moments of the City 
Planning Commission’s Gen¬ 
eral Plan Update meeting on 
Monday, Apr. 29. 

The letter, signed by T. D. 
Austin, vice president of 
Santa Anita Realty, stated, 
“Due to a number of factors, 
including community reac¬ 
tion to the scale of our project 
and the financial exposure we 
felt would be entailed in 
meeting the conditions likely 
to be imposed on a project of 
such scale, we have decided to 
withdraw our application and 
reassess the circumstances 
pursuant to which we would 
be willing to proceed with 
development of the site.” 

The letter further stated, 
“While we regret that we can¬ 
not proceed under the current 
plan, it is our desire to return 
in the future with a well-con¬ 
ceived, economically viable 
project that we, the City, and 
the community as a whole 
will embrace.” 

In reaction to the letter, it 
was determined that the com¬ 
mission would hear further 
information from staff and 
the public on Apr. 29 and 30, 
then meet again on May 16 to 
digest all the information. 

After Ms. Butler gave an 
overview and process back¬ 
ground, Lloyd Zola and Rob 
Balen of L.S.A. Associates 
spoke to specifics of the Gen¬ 
eral Update Plan. Zola stated, 
“The General Plan is the lead 
document in developing the 
community.” He went on to 
address the four transition ar¬ 
eas involved in the plan; I) 
Commercial entertainment, 
Santa Anita area; 2) Santa 
Clara Street; 3) Downtown 
residential; 4) Rodeffer 
Quarry site, and to answer 
questions from the Planning 
Commission members. 

As the public began com¬ 
ing to the microphone, it soon 
became obvious the majority 
wanted to speak to Area One. 
The first speaker said, “I am 
against any plan change for 
Santa Anita.”

The program’s main 
goals, according to PIP’s pro¬ 
posal, is ‘To enhance the so¬ 
cial and emotional develop¬ 
ment of young children. To 
increase the likelihood that 
children identified as at-risk 
of school adjustment difficul¬ 
ties will succeed in school. To 
minimize the need for more 
intensive and costly services 
as children get older.” 

The program’s main com¬ 
ponent, according to their lit¬ 
erature, is to “Provide ser¬ 
vices to identified children 
experiencing mild school ad¬ 
justment difficulties, and to 
provide supportive services 
in collaboration with cooper¬ 
ating entities, parents, and 
guardians.” 

The criteria that PIP has 
set up for student induction is 
simple. They simply ask the 
teachers, “If you could spend 
an extra 30 minutes with one 
of your students, who would 
that be?”

Many places in the New Testament tell of how Christians 
will suffer various trials and tribulations. 1 Peter 2:19-25 is 
one of those places. Martin Luther said of these verses: “If 
you would have fire, you must have smoke as a consequence; 
if you would be a Christian and child of God you must endure 
the resultant evils that befall you.” 

I love to go camping and sit around a campfire. The nega¬ 
tive to that you have to jump away from the smoke sometimes 
and your clothes smell like smoke for some time. In this case 
the fire is good, the smoke is bad. That is what Martin Luther 
said. To be a Christian is the fire. It is good. However, you 
have a consequence to it. You have the attacks of Satan on 
your life. 

But all is not lost. The Good Shepherd has come into our 
lives. Verse 25 of Peter 2 says that we have a Shepherd and 
Overseer of our Souls. The image of the shepherd is a popu¬ 
lar one in Scripture. Everyone from David, Isaiah, Ezekiel, 
Peter and Jesus used that image. It is an image which goes all 
the way to Jesus, our Good Shepherd, being willing to lay 
down His life for us. 

Peter also calls Jesus, the overseer of our souls. The term 
translated as “overseer” was a Greek word which usually re¬ 
ferred to a person entrusted with Public safety. Homer, in his 
Iliad, called Hector the great overseer of Troy keeping its noble 
wives and infants safe. Plato used the term to speak of those 
who kept public peace and upheld public morals and good edu¬ 
cation. Peter draws from that heritage and talks about Jesus 
as our overseer or guardian. This expands on our understand¬ 
ing of what Christ has done and continues to do for us. He is 
our guardian, our protector and our guide. Jesus, through the 
working of the Holy Spirit, has given us our faith assuring the 
forgiveness of sins and guiding us in the path we should go.
